clal.)——To accept a call to the First

city, tonight, effective prior to July lI. 

While the formal call was only ex- 
tended by the Atlanta church last 
Sunday, negotiations have been under 
way for some weeks, and tcnight, in 
regular conference, Dr, Daniel an- 
nounced his ‘intention to accept. 

Shrowing deep emotions, Dr. Daniel 
said: “I have reached this decision, 
which is far from my own personal 
feelings, after having undergone a 
struggle such as you cannot know. I 
cannot explain why I have so decided, 
further than that when I seek ear- 
nestly to knew the will of God and do 
as He wishes. If I do the opposite to 
my own feeling, I come nearest to 
doing right. I have reached this de- 
cision, fully conscious of divine guid- 
ance.” 

Dr. Daniel has been pastor of the 
Fort Worth church for years, coming 
here from Covington, Ky., and under 
his ministry the church has made 
gratifying progress. | 

The membership has been increased 
by six hundred additions and = con- 
tributions to missions have been 
largely increased. The retiring pastor 
is @- warm personal friend of 0ODr. 
Len G. Broughton, cof Atlanta, who 
conducted a revival here last January.

Taft Wants a Two Per 
Cent Tax. 


Senator Aldrich Agrees But 
Republicans Fail to Favor 
Idea, and Refuse to Side- 
track the Income Tax Idea. 
Vote May Come Today. 


Washington, June 9—A tax upon 
corporations as substitute for an in- 
come tax does not appeal to the sen- 
ate. This was demonstrated today by 
a canvass of that body. It developed 
that practically the same senators who 
are opposed to the income tax are also 
against the corporation tax. The in- 
come tax supporters decline to be side- 
tracked with a corporation tax idea. 

President Taft wanted a 2 per cent 
tax placed on the dividends of cor- 
porations. Senator Aldrich agreed to 
this at a conference with the president, 
provided the advocates of an income 
tax would withdraw that measure. 
The plan, however, was repudiated 
when presented to Senators Cummins 
and Borah, “progressive” republican 
leaders of the income tax idea. 

The income tax proposition will come 

up tomorrow for a vote, but a motion 
will be made to postpone action, and 
the indications are that practically all 
of the republicans will support the 
postponement. 
} puring™the afternoon some doubt 
‘was engrossed in informal discussion 
of the corporation tax proposition as to 
whether President Taft favored a tax 
on dividends ora tax on the net earn- 
ings of corporations over $100,000. 
Both. plans were discussed. 

W hich er idea is favored at the 
white houge, jt is said that no support 
could be found among the senators 
who advocate the adoption of an 
amendment providing for a tax on in- 
comes. 

The indications aré that the only 
form of compromise among the repub- 
lican senators that can be adopted is 
- the reference of the income tax amend- 
ment tothe judiciary committee, with 
instructions that there shall be re- 
ported early in the next session a 
meastire which the committee believes 
will stand test in the supreme court 
as to its constitutionality.

Memphis, Tenn., June 9.—After re- 
electing General Clement A. Evans 
commander-in-chief over his vigorous 
but futile protest, and selecting Mobile, 
Ala., as the next place of reunion, the 
United Confederate Veterans adjourn- 
ed their business meetings tonight on 
the heels of a very stormy session. The 
big feature of the reunion, the parade 
of the veterans, will be held tomorrow, 
and this parade will close the reunion 
of 1909. The only candidate for com- 
mander-in-chief placed in nomination 
was General William M. Cabell, com- 
mander of the trans-Mississippi di- 
vision. Just before nominations were 
in order, General Evans read an an- 
nouncement to the convention, in 
which he declined reelection. He said 
he had served in every capacity, from 
the lowest to the highest, and that he 
felt that the highest honor in the vet- 
erans’ gift should be passed from one 
ex-confederate to another in turn. 

Tears Streameq Down Cheeks. 

But the delegates disagreed with 
him, and by a vote of 1,540 to 744 for 
Cabell, reelected him to commagd. 
With tears streaming down his cheeks 
and shaking with emotion, the stately 
and aged soldier bowed to the com- 
mands of his comrades.

-Nearly every one thought 
Sisson was to spring a “dark-horse” 
candidate for the next meeting place. 
But, as it became evident that the 
young congressman merely desired to 
make a speech, the delegates became 
noisy, and calls of “sit down” and 
“vote” were insistent. Sisson was 
game, however, and won out on @ test 
of endurance. He announGed that he 
wished to repeat his speech in con- 
gress, delivered in answer to Con- 
gressman Calderhead, of Kansas, who 
charged that the southern people were 
lazy. Sisson received some encourage- 
ment ang some hisses, but he perse- 
vered. Finally he concluded in a burst 
of eloquence, saying: 
Not Cenquered Yet. 

“The principles you fought for were 
right in 1861 and are right today. You 
were not conquered then; you are not 
conquered now, and the greatest monu- 
ments in your honor are the millions 
of pensions the federal government 
pays to the widows and orphans your 
valor made and the forty-six thousand 
graves in Arlington cemetery which 
the federal government decorates each 
30th of May. As long as these monu- 
ments are perpetuated to your honor, 
you need erect no others.” 

Sisson’s speech was received with 
mingled cheers and hisses, and many 
confederates left the hall in disgust. 
Others crowded around him and 
swamped him with congratulations.

Washington, June 9.—The sénatoria! 
managers failed to realize their ex- 
pectations of being able to dispose of 
the woolen schedule at an early hour 
today, but, instead, were still engaged 
upon that schedule when at 5:30 
o'clock the senate took its usual re- 
cess. 

Some progress was made. Several 
votes were obtained, and thus a nura- 
ber of paragraphs were passed upon. 
Among these was the paragraph on 
top waste, etc., on which the commit- 
tee amendment increased the house 
rate on wool top waste and other 
wastes from 20 cents per pound to 30 
cents per pound, which, on a division 
of the senate, was adopted by a vote 
of 40 to 30. This was a finance com- 
mittee change, and the committee 
scored its usual majority on this, as 
on all other votes of the day. 

Senators Gamble and Crawford de- 
serted the so-called progressives, but 
with these exceptions the ranks of 
that contingent remained unbroken. 
A vote was aiso obtained upon the 
committee amendment increasing the 
duty -on shoddy from 20 cénts_ per 
pound to 25, and that on tops from 
18 to 20 cents, the committee pre- 
valling in both cases. 

Speeches were made during the day 
by Senators Warren and Follette, 
the former advocating, as on yester- 
day, @ generally increased duty, while

Two Large Mail Pouches Full: 
of Letters Have Been Con- 
fiscated by the Federal Of- 
ficers and Will Be Used by 
the Prosecution—William 


Day Talks. 


Cincinnati, June 9.—Revelations in 
the extortion, plotting and murder by 
the Black Hand as uncovered by the 
postoffice inspectors from the Cincin- 
nati office show conclusively that the 
gang in Columbus, Marion, Denison 
and Bellfontaine and other Ohio towns 
were organized along the same lines 
as the old Mafia, but, if anything, with 
a much better system for concealing) 
their movements. It is now known 
that the Ohio Black Hand, or the “So- 
ciety of the Banana,’” as its members 
style themselves, had a branch in 
Pittsburg and one in Chicago, and a 
line that extended to South Dakota, 

Meney Banked in Italy. 

Regular meetings were held, and the 
money obtained by extortion was dis- 
tributed to various divisions in this 
country and sent to relatives’ in Italy 
for safe keeping. 

“We have found what I believe to be 
certain proofs that the Black Hand 
Outrages, at least in the middle west, 
including Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Cleve- 
land, Chicago, Columbus ang other 
western cities were committed by a 
well-organized society with grips and 
pass-words, and that they are not 
simply sporadic cases of individual ex- 
tortion,” saiq Chief Postoffice Inspee- 
tor Holmes today. 

“We have letters of the’ same. hand- 
writing and on the same watered pa- 
per, with the Black Hang emblems 
made with the same chirographic style 
that Were sent to victims in Cincin- 
nati and Columbus from the Black 
Hand members in Pittsburg, Chicago 
and Cleveland. For instance, if a vic- 
tim were selected in Cincinnati, as 
Was the case in several instances, he 
would perhaps receive the first threat- 
ening letter, demanding money on pain 
of death by dynamite bomb, from 
Marion, Ohio. 

Manver of Black Hand. 

“The second letter would be written 
by the same person, but forwarded to 
the Black Hand in Pittsburg, who 
would, in turn, then mail it to the 
victim. If there were no response in 
the way of money, then a third letter 
would come to the victim from the 
Chicago Black Hand. iInuthis way the 
organization concealed its movements. 
and it has taken Inspector Oldfield 
and four other men under me siz 
months to run down the leaders. 

“We have no evidence so far that 
the American Black Hang in the west 
is connected with the foreign organ- 
ization that killed Lieutenant Petro- 
Sino in Sicily,” continued Inspector 
Holmes. 

“The thousands of dollars sent by 
Black Hand members to Italy was sim- 
ply their division of the spoils made 
at regular meetings, sent abroad to 
hers innovent relatives for safe keep. 
ng.” 

Nine arrests have been made so far 
in Columbus, Marion, Dennison and 
Bellefontaine, all in Ohio.

and a statement by J. Carroll Payne 
on behalf of the Atlanta Steel Com- 
pany, that if the existing rates from 
the seacoast on special iron were re- 
duced, his company could not possibly 
compete with Pittsburg and must go 


out of business. 

“We are losing money every day un- 
der present conditions,” said Mr. 
Payne. “If the advantages of freight 
rates which we have enjoyed are taken 
away, Wwe must shut up.” 

He went on to exnvlain that neither 
he nor any of the officers of the com- 
pany would ask to be protected by this 
freight rate, if it was an unjust rate or 
bore oppressively on other business 
men. His point was that the rate is 
reasonable. He dwelt at length upon 
4the faet that a difference in ‘the rate 
one way as compared to that for the 
reverse trip is not in itself conclusive 
evidence of the excessive character of 
the higher rate. He quoted at length 
from decisions of the federal courts 
and of the interstate commerce com- 
mission in support of his contention. 

A Dig at Savannah. 

There was a sharp d’g at Savannah 
by Mr. Wimbish, provo jed by the att!- 
tude of the Savannah Chamber of Com- 
merce in opposing the petition of the 
Atlanta merchants. Mr. Cunningham, 
of Savannah, was, in his turn, caustic 
in referring to Atlanta. 

Mr. Wimbish professed not to be able 
to understand Savannah's attitude. He 
referred sharply to the action of the 
chamber of commerce of 
“circularizing the state to create pub- 
lic sentiment adverse to that of private 
claimants.” 

Speaking for Savannah, J. F. Gray 
claimed that-the chamber of commerce, 
of which he is a vice president and 
member of the governing board, had a 
right to do what had been done. He 
‘denied that there was any politics in 
its action. But it remained for Mr. 
Cunningham to shoot the barbed ar- 
row. 

“If you people in Atlanta think you 
have a monopoly of all the brains and 
energy, you might come to Savannah 
and start importing coffee. We wh®6 
live there are nof big enough fools 
to attempt it.’’ 

Mr.’Cunningham did not finish his ar- 
gument until a few minutes before 6 
o'clock and at the request of Mr. Wim- 
bish, the commission adjourned until 
Friday morning at 10 o'clock, when Mr. 
Wimbish will conclude.

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LEGISLATION FOR GOOD ROADS 


That there will be certain legislation enacted at this summer’s session 

of the general assembly in furtherance and encouragement of the good roads 
movement is not to be questioned. 
‘ With the enthusiasm for this constructive work running high in prac- 
tically every county in the state, the members of the general assembly will 
come prepared to take such action as will best subserve the interests of 
the whole state and thereby of each individual county which makes itself 
part and parcel of the great scheme of development to the prosecution of 
which Georgia is so acutely alive. : 3 

It is accepted that certain things must be done by the state to insure 
the greatest measure of success for the movement; the question involved, 
therefore, is simply one of what and how. 

The proposal looking to the creation of a highway commission with an 
advisory and, in certain cases, a directory capacity, which is certain to be 
presented for consideration, is close akin to the suggestion contained in the 
resolutions adopted at the Albany good roads meeting calling for the creation 
of the position of state engineer of roads and drainage. 

Whatever shape legislatiog in this direction may take, it must not and 
will not, we may be reasonably sure, overlook the necessity for the employ- 
ment by the state of an expert and thoroughly up-to-date road engineer who 
may advise with and direct the various counties regarding the best methods 
and the best materials to be used in their road construction, and to show 
them how to overcome difficulties, not infrequently arising, with which only 
an expert knows properly how to deal. ' 

By amendment of that section of the present convict law which per- 
mits, though it does not require, -he appointment by the prison commission 
of four road supervisors at a salary of $1,800 each, the legislature has 
splendid opportunity to make provision for the office of state engineer of 
roads and drainage without putting extra burden upon the state. 

The legislature can readily direct the expenditure of this $7,200, already 
authorized, to the employment of such an expert and assistants, and under 
such terms and conditions as will best subserve the interests of proper road 
construction throughout the state. 

Necessity for the services of an expert road builder in solving the many 
difficult problems which arise in connection with the work and also in advis- 
ing with regard to the best and most serviceable routes cannot be ques- 


tioned. 
The whole state has an interest in this work which it cannot afford to 


ignore, 

Then, too, there was made in the Albany meeting very wise suggestion 
of legislation requiring the use of wide tires on all vehicles traveling the 
public roads, which would result in conservation of road surfaces and easier 
maintenance. This legislation could very readily be shaped so as to make 
it no present or future hardship. 

There are other important direct'ons which good roads legislation might 
readily take, for there are the strongest arguments in support of state aid 
to such extent as it is possible for the state to go. 

There is, in fact, no new project to which Georgia might, with more profit 
and far-reachins results in the direction of progress, devote both effort and 
money. 

Georgia uas but begun this work; it will gather force and impetus as 
it moves forward, and properly encouraged by the legislative and other de- 
partments of state government, it will mean a development such as no agency 
has etnectes since the construction of railroads.

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PRESIDENT TAFT’S JUDICIAL ATTITUDE. 


Perturbed by sinister rumors that have been extensively circulating in 
Washington, leaders df the republican majority, both in the house and senate, 
have undertaken to ascertain definitely whether President Taft would veto 
the tariff bill, shortly to be enacted as the result of a long series of com- 
promises. 

Their labors have been rewarded by statements from the white house 
calculated more tnan ever to inject the element of uncertainty into a situa- 
tion already sufficently complicated. 

The president replied to their soundings, in effect, that no one had a 
right to express his probable course with regard to tariff legislation, and. 
that he had given no intimation of a purpose to veto the forthcoming 
measure. , 

All of which may inspire the standpatters, who now have the buige in 
both house and senate, to fresh endeavors in an effort to rush through their 
work, though it can hardly increase their reassurance with regard to the 
ultimate outcome. | 

For Mr. Taft has virtually committed himself no more and no less than 
at any time since the. assembling of the extra session. Since he sent in his 
message calling on congress to redeem the pledge of last year’s republican 
platform, he has occupied, to all appearances, a strictly neutral position con- 
cerning the ebb and flow of the tariff status in both bodies. 

The better posted authorities believe that the pfesident hopes to impress 
his views on the bill while it is in conference. He realizes, as does every 
politician of even average astuteness, that the protracted debates in house and 
senate are little more than opportunities for the various partisans to rid 
themselves of accumulated oratory. The final bill will be molded when the 
house and senate conferees get together, and it is here that the personal influ- 
ence of the president must weigh if it is to weigh at all.

San Francisco gave evidence of appreciating the worth of the advice in 
the closing paragraph of the foregoing by literally building the rat out of 
existence. Poisons and cats and traps wére used in abundance, but their 
future use was obviated by so constructing building in the new city as to af- 
ford the plague and destruction-carrying pests little or no ingress to human 
habitations. 

The crusade against the rat in Atlanta has had a fair beginning in thé 
new ordinance relating to the safeguarding of garbage. Considering the annual

He said that if any commu- 
nication were made by the committee, 
it would be to the association and not 
for publication. 

Jesse L. Moore, who was to have 
been tried as a member of the bar as- 
sociation, stated to a Constitution re- 
porter that he has recently discovered 
that he is not a member.

J. Moore has never been affiliated with 
the association, this discovery would 
seem to throw aside the jurisdiction 
of the association over the two attor- 
neys, and that the only course now left 
open will be to resort to the courts 
In this event, both of the Moores have 
declared their willingneas to become 
defendants.

IN | FLOYD COUNTY 
Practically Whole Crop Will Be 


Crated and ‘Very Little of 
Fruit Canned. 


Rome, Ga., June 9%.—(Special.)— 
Peach growers in this Section assert 
that there will be a very short crop 
this year, and the prices are con- 
sequently expected to be higher than 
in several years. There will be lit- 
tle fruit canned this year. The Fouche- 
Cothran cannery, the largest in this 
section, will operate, but the peaches 
will be crated for the market.

The Atlanta CongresSsof Mothers has 

taken for its summer work child hy- 
giene, realizing that the care of the 
infant is the foundation of civiliza- 
tion. Commissioner Brown, of Wash.- 
ington, D. C., says the work of the 
national board of education should be 
extended to include the education of 
mothers in the care of their babies. 
The medical inspection of school chil- 
dren has led schools and health de- 
partments alike to appreciate the fact 
that many defects now found in schoo) 
children .could be avoided if young 
mothers were taught how to give prop- 
er care to their infants. Since infant 
health has so much to do with the 
health of the child when it reaches the 
school age, it is of vital importance 
that teachers, boards of health and 
nurses cooperate with mothers in care 
of infants. Almost every country is 
working to reduce infant mortality. 
In Berlin they have opened the Em- 
press Augusta Victoria House for the 
reduction of infant mortality. In Par- 
is they have been well organized since 
1893. Their method is consultations 
des nouveisons. 

In New York has been incorporated 
“The Infants’ Science Academy” for 
scientific study of infants, their health, 
care, diseases and physical develop- 
ment. 

In our own city we are just organiz- 
ing, but have several prominent physi- 
cians who have promised to lecture 
for us. It is our aim to hold meetings 
every week through the summer in 
different sections each week. The phy- 
Sician will lecture on the care of an 
infant through the different periods, 
past the second summer, which is such 
a dread to most mothers. A trained 
nurse wiil give instructions in bathing 
and dressing the infant. Our first 
meeting on care of tmfants will be 
given next Wednesday afternoon at the 
First Methodist church. The speakers 


will be announced later.

New York, June 9.—After a lower 
opening the cotton market steadied 
today, and while the close was termed 
barely steady, last prices were un- 
changed to 7 points higher.

The improvement after thé 
opening was assisted by bullish re- 
ports from dry goods circles and bull- 
ish advices from the south regarding 
the interior spot situation. In fact 
it was reported that the holders were 
showing no disposition to follow the 
decline in futures, and that buyers 
found it difficult to secure supplies in 
the interior, while unsold stocks at 
the leading points of accumulation are 
said to be very small.
